JI Two more gold 
strikes have been made in the 
Kuskokwim Valley, Alaska, which 
promises to rival South Africa tn gold 
production from placer and quartz. 
Frank II. Waskey. first Alaska Dele-

Butte Creek, sixty miles north of 
Good Mews Bay, near the Kuskok- 
‘wifh's mouth. 


The pay streak is twenty-five miles 
from salt water. The ground ts shal- 
low, running a dollar to a dollar and 
a half per square foot on bedrock. 
Three men paid $20,000 for one 
claim, taking out $2000 during the 
first twelve hours of shoveling. . 

George Banks, a San Francisco ho- 
tel man, staked twenty claims at the 
head of Butte Creek. The creeks 
near by prospect well and several free 
gold quartz veins have been uncov- 
ered. Two tons of ore have been 
freighted forty miles overland for 
shipment to San Francisco by vessel. 
Jujire Wada, famous Japanese 
musher, and partner, John F. Baird, 
have made a good strike on Bear 
Creek, a tributary of Toulaska River. 
which empties into the Kuskokwim 
midway between Aniak and Bethel. 
Bear Creek heads in the Aniak hills, 
fifteen miles from the headwaters of 
Marvel Creek, Anlak's richest stream 
Wada and Baird have located 500 
acres, extracting considerable gold 
by crude methods. Bear Creek Is sen-

Watts Is u Put up One and Sunset 

Company Wil Try t Acquire the 

Same. 

WATTS, July 22.—This week Watts 
will advertise for sale a telephone 
franchise. For some time there has 
been on file a application from the 
Pacific Telephone and Telegraph Com- 
pany asking that a franchise be ad- 
vertised for sale, but the conditions 
indicated by the company as accepta- 
ble to them were not altogether accept- 
able to the trustees, so the matter has 
been delayed until now.

During the time 
they were in charge of the contra- 
bands the America was taken over 
to Long Beach for additional fuel 
and provisions. The Chinese are 
held under departmental warrants 
at San Francisco. 

When Ownbey was before the court 
for sentence yesterday morning, fol- 
lowing a plea of guilty, a long list 
of recommendations from old friends 
in Missouri, who had known the boy 
before he came West in search of 
fortune. was produced. Ownbey is 
18 years old. 

Archbald in de- 
half of Balluff, said that he is leas 
to blame then Owntbey. The McGar- 
vines, Carpenter and Kramer, are still 
to be dealt with. These defendants 
are well-known as Long Beach boat- 
men.

It was required that upon filing a 
suit $10 had to be deposited to cover 
costs, and any excess beyond the 
actual fees should be returned by the 
County Clerk. It seems to have be- 
come the custom to consider the $10 
no more than sufficient, and the fund 
was regularly paid into the county 
treasury by the clerk, so that the lat- 
ter official had nothing to return, 
even had it been applied for. 
Recently somebody has begun to 
dig into the old ‘question and finds 
that in many cases the costs did not 
amount to $10, and a test is being 
presented in the name of A. J. King, 
claiming one of the oldest items ona 
As it it twenty-three years

NEW KIND OF BLACKMAIL 

Wooden Hen Man Threatens to Ex- 

pose Doctor's “Torcheries” and Has 

to Settle up in Court. 

William B. Dean, engaged in the 
manufacture of incubators in Ontario, 
was fined $60 yesterday by Judge 
Wellborn in the United States District 
Court, for attempted blackmail upon 
Dr. Lewis Schooler of Des Moines.
